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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , it is not clearly understood how the other end of the first center 
electrode being electrically grounded when it already electrically connected to the 
second-input-output port. Clarification is necessary. 

3. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the resonant frequency" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the 
admitted prior art of Fig. 21 . 

In claim 1, the prior art in Fig. 21 teaches all claimed features a two-port isolator 
comprising: permanent magnet (inherent, not shown); a ferrite (320) to which a DC 
magnetic field is applied the permanent magnet; first center electrode (321) disposed on 
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the surface the ferrite or inside the ferrite, one end (321a) of the first center electrode 
being electrically connected to a first input-output port (314) and the other end (32b) of 
the first center electrode being electrically connected to a second input-output port 
(315); second center electrode (322) disposed on the surface of the ferrite or inside the 
ferrite and intersects with the first center electrode an electrically insulated state (not 
shown), one end of the second center electrode (322a) being electrically connected the 
second input-output port (315) and the other end the second center electrode (322b) 
being electrically grounded; a first matching capacitor (325) electrically connected 
between the first input-output port and the second input-output port; a resistor (327) 
electrically connected between the first input- output port and the second input-output 
port; and a series resonant circuit (L2, C2), including a second matching capacitor (C2) 
and an inductor (L2), electrically connected between the second input-output port (315) 
and ground (316). 

In claim 11, Description of the Related Art in page 1 talks about a communication 
device comprising the two-port isolator according to Claim 1. 
6. Claims 12-21 appear to comprise allowable subject matter.
